Pit To the inhabitants of the town of Allenstown, County 
a 5. of Merrimack, in said state, qualified to vote in 
Sak al town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Selectmen’s office, at 
the brick school-house, in said Allenstown, on Tuesday, the 
ninth day of March next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects : 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing year. 

2. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropria- 
tions for the same. _ 

3. To see if the town will vote to pay the tuition of such 
Allenstown scholars at Pembroke academy as shall pass an 
examination which would qualify them to enter a high school, 
examination to be conducted by school-board of Allenstown. 
(By request. ) 

4, To see if the town will vote to instruct the highway agent 
to pave Main street from the Pembroke line to Depot street, so 
called, and will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of money 
sufficient to accomplish the same. 

5. To see if the town will vote to lay a sewer in Ferry street, 
from Main street to some point on the line of the Boston & 
Maine railroad at China (so called). (By request.) 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
sufficient to carry the above article into effect, or will authorize 
the selectmen to issue town notes signed by the selectmen and 
treasurer for sufficient sums to cover the expense. 

7. To see if the town will vote to appropriate five dollars for 
the observance of Memorial Day. (By request.) 
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8. To see if the town will make a by-law substantially as 
follows: Any person owning or having the care or custody of 
any horse, swine, neat cattle, sheep, or other such domestic 
animals, who shall allow any such animal to go at large in the 
highway or other public place in the town of Allenstown, shall 
pay a penalty not exceeding ten dollars for each offense, the 
same to enure, one half to the use of the person who shall sue 
for the same, and the other half to the use of the said town. 

9. To hear the reports of the town officers for the past year, 
and pass any vote relating thereto.
